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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The applicant argues that the cited Bolt reference 
does not teaches of querying a target device for setting information before generating an invalid setting indication. 

Looking at the Bolt reference, step 58 of fig. 8, as also describe in col. 8, lines 43-49, discloses writing the setting from a source 
device setting to the target devices. Col. 8, lines 60-65 discloses "to determine whether the target printer 8a, b, c, d supports both the 
selected feature and the source value for the selected feature". The determination is the generation of the invalid setting. From this 
determination, which is consist of the initial setting, would contain an invalid setting, such as 'console lock 1 as shown in fig. 7; after that, the 
computer will query the printer is to see what kind of setting it can support, if it doesn't support something such as "console lock'. Also, the 
claim doesn't specify what and how the invalid setting is being generated. After the query, the computer will transmit the best setting for 
the target printer. The applicant uses phras such as "That is, the invalid setting indication is generated after writing each setting, i.e., after 
the setting was not accepted by the target device during the writing of the setting to the target device", which is more specifics compare to 
the claim language. In regards to claim 3, the step of retrieving said plurality of source device settings from a location is selecting a set a 
values, as discloses in col. 9, lines 1-9. In regards to claim 4,"wherein said optimized list of source device settings is based on a 
dependency of one of said each setting upon another of said each stting. "Based on a dependency of one of each setting upon another of 
each setting" is selecting the values of a particular seting from a printer, as col. 9, lines 1-9 discloses, in regards to all other dependent 
claims, see rejection below.
